F. Chronicle, Argonaut and 
Mail accuse the Mint and Custom 
House Investigating Committee with 
whitewashing. As the report of the 


Committee reads-to dfs it has the ring 
of integrity. -Pinuey is the accuser 


and Pixley, who has a strong personal | 


feeling’in the matter, is his backer in 
the Chronicle and Argonaut. The 
Mail is simply interested as a mean 
underhanded assailant, and its editor 
merely venta his splenetic nature un- 
der the false guise of Demoeracy. We 
are personnily acquainted with Gen. 
LaGrange, Supt. of the Mint, and 
know him to be an honest man. As 
far‘as'we can learn from the report 
of the Committee, all of whom are first 
class'‘men, and -who ‘could ‘trathfully 
Say ought else of Sherman, Linderman 
and Doyle? also from the Call, Bulle- 
tin and Alta, we are satisfied that no 
investigation was necessary, and that 
‘a considerable sum has been, compar- 
atively speaking, useléssly and extrav- 
agantly spent. It should be that 
- newspapers that cause the nation a 
needless expense in these matters 
should be sued by the Government in 
a joint action with its faithful offieers, 
for libel, that the injury done might 
‘be recompensed and the principal of 
‘the money paid out by the Govern- 
ment to prosecute the investigations 
clamored for recovered from the un- 
principled accusers. A needless ex- 
penditure of government moneys 
should subject those who occasion it 
to proper puvishment by law. A ring 
in a party does not represent the party 
to which it claims allegiance. These 
will always go over to the strongest 
party. They live by ring business 
and the minority party does not afford 
them an opportunity to basely enrich 
themselves. Hence the honest men 
of both parties and especially of the 
dlomivant one, should unite in driving 
from office and in inflicting due pun- 
ishment to all official offenders. A 
political organization injures its in- 
fiuence aad plants the seeds of its own 
decline by screeving from punishment 
those who foist their dishonesty and 
criminal audacity upon the party. 
There is no more occasion for a party 
to be burdened by barnacles or politi- 
cal thieves than it is its duty to im- 
pose upon the people when in power 
its “territorial bias,” under the mask 
of patriotism. Nor will useless inves- 
tions which bear evidence of of pouiti- 
cal finesse add enduring strength, or 
tend to perpetuate the life and growth 
of the party which institute them. 
An approximation at least to honesty 
and party integrity is the basis upon 
which a political organization can 
alone hope to maintain a healthful 
growth and exert an abiding control 
and influence.
